It will be the 18th annual car show sponsored by the Fayette Antique 
and Classic Car Club. 
Club president Rick Martindale reported that the rare and highly- 
polished automobiles will be at the Fayette County Fairgrounds until 4 
p.m. Sunday. 
Following the cavalcade of antique autos, the opening fair ceremony 
will be held in front of the grandstand. 
Highlighting the 7 p.m. ceremony will be the crowning of the 1977 
Junior Fair queen. Three Fayette County girls, Twila Dennis, Lisa 
Melvin, and Jo Brown, are in the running for the annual honor. 
One of the girls will be crowned after all the votes are counted. Only

youths holding Junior Fair exhibitors passes will be eligible to vote. 
The first day’s festivities will be topped off by the Bob Braun Show. 
Braun, a popular and talented Cincinnati television personality, packed 
the Fayette County Fairgrounds grandstand three years ago and large 
crowd is expected by fair officials this year. 
Featured with Braun in the 7:30 p.m. show will be the Cliff Lash Or­ 
chestra and singers Colleen Sharp, Rob Reider, Gwen Conley and 
Bonnie Lou. 
Tickets for the show can be purchased at the grandstand office. The 


p r ic e s a r e $1.50 for general admission, $2 for reserved seats, and $2.50 for 
box seats. 
Braun’s performance will kickoff seven rights of grandstand en­ 
tertainment at this year’s fair. 
Monday night the fair’s popular harness horse races will be circling the 
fairground’s one-half mile track. Races are also scheduled for Tuesday 
and Wednesday. 


There will be no admission charged again this year for the races which 
are offering $25,000 in purses. There will be pari-mutuel betting each 
night. Races begin at 7:30 p.m. 
On Thursday, the roar of powerful tractors will flood the Fairgrounds 
track with the holding of the annual tractor pull competition. 
There will be four classes of competition to delight the tractor pull 
enthusiasts this year. Admission to the grandstand for the 6:30 p.m. 
action is $3. 
Friday and Saturday the final nights of the fair, are reserved for the 
annual auto demolition derbies.

W EST TAYLOR, Pa. (A P) — When 
they found newlywed Sharon Stoner’s 
body in the flood’s mud in nearby- Pole 
Hollow, she had her prayer book in one 
hand and her wedding picture in the 
other. 
“ I watched their car come tumbling 
end over end down the mountain,” Sam 
Felix, 33, recalled Friday. 
“ The lights were on and the engine 
was still running. I was screaming at 
the people on the bluff to help. But they 
couldn’t hear me because of the 
thunder.” 
“ They found another body down 
here, a woman. Her dead child was in 
one arm and her Bible in the other.” 
“ It’s as if God said, ‘Okay you people, 
I ’m going to punish you all at once.’ 
And then he gave us hell for everything 
we’d ever done wrong.” 
Sam Felix is a 
pretty woman, 
married to Terry Felix, 30, a wiry 
steelworker, and mother of a very 
P 
retty 3-year-old girl named Heather 
•awn. 
Sam spent a good bit of Friday trying 
to put her life back together. 
“ I came down here last night and I 


was maniac. I was suicidal,” she said, 
standing on a ledge overlooking a 
chasm of dirty brown water that still 
swirled down Dishonj Mountain. 
“ I almost jumped in. I was ready to 
end it all. We’re ruined, wiped out. The 
house, the car, they’re gone. 
“ Heather 
can’t 
understand. 
She 
wants to know where the yard went. 
She can’t understand what happened to 
Churchill, that’s her dog. 
“ Everything is gone. My husband’s 
coin collection was washed away. We 
were saving it to send Heather to 
college.” 
In the wee hours Wednesday, a mid­ 
summer tempest sat over Pole Hollow 
and spit its fury. 
“ The lightning came down in balls 
and ran up and down the ridge,” said 
Sam. “ It was nonstop.” 
At the top of the mountain, the Laurel 
Run Reservoir was filling rapidly with 
rain, exerting a tremendous force 
against its breast. 
At I a.m. Mrs. Felix, alone with 
Heather — her husband was working 
the overnight shift at a Bethlehem Steel 
Mill — picked up the phone. 


She dialed the man who had named 
her Sam, her father, John Liebenguth, 
of Sacramento, Calif. 
“ I ’ve always called Daddy when I ’m 
scared. I told him about the rain and 
the thunder. We kidded each other back 
and forth. I told him what with the 
drought he’d probably die of thirst. 
A little over an hour later the dam 
ruptured, sending IOO million gallons of 
water in a wave down the moun­ 
tainside. 
Sam Felix spent a night of horror in 
an 
upstairs 
bedroom 
clinging 
to 
Heather and screaming, “ God, get my 
daughter out.” 
She could see people on the bluff with 
flashlights but they couldn’t hear her 
because of the roar of water that 
frothed at second-floor windows in the 
gulch town. 
“ I watched that wall of water go by 
and I thought, ‘Mother of God, We’re 
going to die,” she said. 
The Felixes made it. But scores of 
others at Pole Hollow are missing and 
feared dead. At least IO homes were 
washed away.

Livestock killed in barn fire 


Fire swept through a two-story barn 
on Robinson Road in Wayne Township 
Friday morning killing nearly 300 pigs 
and totally destroying the building 
according to Wayne Township Fire 
Chief Pearl Breakfield. 
Only one pig escaped the blaze at 
4484 Robinson Road, which caused an 
estimated $40,000 to $50,000 damage, 
Breakfield said. 
Approximately 
36 
sows and their litters were lost along 
with about 2,500 bales of straw. 
Washington C H. firemen assisted 
Wayne 
Township 
firefighters 
and 
reported the fire started around 10:50 
a.m. Friday. The barn was being 
painted at the time and the painters 
were in the barn mow when the fire 
ignited. Breakfield said farm hands 
told him the fire probably started by a 
cigarette, but added he doesn’t really 
know what sparked it. 
The farm where the barn was located 
is owned by Willis and Dwight Coffman 
of Washington C H., and operated by 
Glen Davis, 4663 Robinson Road. A 
Fayette County Sheriff’s Department 
report stated a hired hand of Davis' 
saw the fire in the barn and told 
firemen it started in the center portion 


of the hay mow. The hand, after seeing 
the fire, was reportedly only able to

Egypt withdraws 


troops from Libya 


CAIRO (AP) — Egypt says its forces 
have pulled out of Libya after its 
warplanes, 
giving 
Col. 
Moammar 
Khadafv “ a 
lesson he will never 
forget,” bombed and badly dam aged a 
Libyan 
air 
base. 
But 
a 
Libyan 
broadcast indicated Egypt had laun­ 
ched a major armored drive in Libya. 
The conflicting claim s left uncertain 
whether this week’s border hostilities 
between the feuding Arab neighbors 
continued today. 
The Libyans on Friday also claimed 
to have shot down a pilotless U.S. 
reconnaissance plane July 6 over the 
embattled desert border region. They 
said the plane had taken off from a U.S. 
6th Fleet aircraft carrier near Egyp­ 
tian waters, but they gave no other 
details. 
In a nationally 
televised speech 
Friday 
night. 
Egyptian 
President 
Anwar Sadat said there were no longer 
any 
Egyptian 
forces 
in 
Libyan 
territory 
“ But this does not mean that he 
(Libyan leader Khadafy) can resume 
gam es. By God. if he resumes, we 
resume. 
Let 
it 
be 
clear,” 
Sadat 
declared. His audience, 1,000 delegates 
to a conference of local government 
officials, applauded wildly. 
Sadat 
said 
that 
after 
border 
provocations this week he could no 
longer restrain the Egyptian armed 
forces — “ They have given him a 
lesson he will never forget.” 


He again accused Khadafy of being a 
tool of Soviet ambitions in Africa and of 
“ intentionally destroying” Arab unity. 
Other Arab leaders were trying 
desperately to cool the dispute, which 
has led to four days of reported fighting 
along 
the 
border 
this 
week 
and 
threatens to widen the rift between 
moderate and radical Arab states. 


Since the 1973 Arab-Israeli 
war, 
Khadafy and Sadat have quarreled 
over Egyptian willingness to establish 
a lasting peace with Israel. Sadat has 
accused 
Khadafy 
of 
instigating 
sabotage and antigovernment plots in 
Egypt. 
After a m ajor armor and air clash at 
the 
border 
Thursday, 
Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) chief 
Yasir Arafat and officials of the Arab 
League 
began 
mediation 
efforts. 
Arafat was shuttling between Cairo and 
the Libyan capital of Tripoli. 
The 
Libyan 
broadcast 
said 
the 
Khadafy regime had accepted A rafat’s 
mediation Friday and relaxed its air 
defenses, believing military operations 
were over, but “ the Egyptians ex­ 
ploited the issue.” 


It said Egyptian warplanes attacked 
the Al Adam air base south of Tobruk, 
paratroop “ shock forces” raided a 
Libyan village and the Egyptians were 
waging a m ajor armored offensive on 
Libyan territory.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Education Association accused Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes Friday of vetoing a 
teacher security and evaluation bill 
because of personal 
vindictiveness 
toward the teachers lobby. 
“ In vetoing the bill,” the OEA said in 
a statement, “ Gov. Rhodes permitted 
his personal feelings concerning a 
private organization to override the 
need for a law that will require 
correction 
of teaching 
deficiencies 
while protecting good teachers.” 
Rhodes did not mention the OEA by 
name in his veto m essage Thursday, 
but called the bill, “ another attempt by 
the leadership of a state teachers’ 
association 
to 
wrest 
control 
of 
elementary and secondary education” 
from the public and school boards. 
He vetoed a sim ilar bill in 1976 and 
has long been at odds with the powerful 
lobby, which represents more than 
80,000 public school teachers. 
The OEA statement said Rhodes had 
identified only two specific reasons for 
the veto and it attempted to refute both. 
“ The governor’s attack on having a 
third-party referee determine whether 
a school board is correct in dismissing 
a 
teacher completely 
ignores 
the 
fundamental constitutional right of any 
citizen to have an objective third party 
m ake the final decision on whether the 
person is to lose property. 
“ In this case,” the OEA said, 
the 
property is the teacher’s contract.” 
Rhodes

He wasn’t at his charred house when 
his fam ily’s bodies were carried out in 
plastic bags. 
A state trooper had taken him from 
his job back to his parents’ house in 
Prospect, where he talked with a 
reporter. He said he wasn’t told im­ 
mediately that his wife and children 
were murdered. 
Beaudoin said at one point he had 
nothing to live for. Then he added, 
“ There’s only one thing — to see the 
bastard pay.” 
“ He’s in a state of shock,” said his 
mother, Marion Beaudoin. She said the 
police told the family little about the 
investigation. 
‘W eare suspecting arson,” said state 
police spokesman 
Harry Boardsen. 
“ Some firemen found some of the 
children bound, so we’re considering it 
a m urder,” Boardsen said. 
Dr. Elliot Gross, chief state medical 
examiner, said evidence showed that 
some of the children had head injuries. 
He said the official cause of death 
would not be announced until autopsies 
were performed today. 
Police said there were no indications 
Mrs. Beaudoin had been shot, as was 
reported earlier. 
“ What could they possibly have done 
to 
deserve 
this?” 
asked 
neighbor 
Joseph Paolino as he gazed at the 
blackened ruins of the modest, six- 
room, one-story house, 
where 
the 
Beaudoins had lived for nine -years. 
Paolino discovered the fire about 4 a.m . 
Friday after his wife was awakened by 
smoke and he went across the street to 
the Beaudoin home. 
“ I opened the back door and got 
driven back by a blast of heat,” Paolino 
said. “ Then the picture window blew 
out.” 
Firemen from this rural central 
Connecticut town fought the fire for 
about IO minutes before they could get 
inside. 
The bodies were carried from the 
home Friday afternoon, IO hours after 
the blaze. Authorities delayed removal 
of the victims because of their in­ 
vestigation inside the house. Cartons of 
rubble taken from the home were taken 
to three mobile laboratories used at the 
scene of major crimes. 
The victims were identified as Cheryl 
Beaudoin, about 29, Fred Jr., 
12, 
Sharon, IO, Debbie, 9, Paul, 8, Rod, 6, 
Hilly, 5, Mary Lou, 4, and their cousin, 
Jennifer Santoro, 6, of Waterbury, who 
was staying for the night. 
“ They were polite, they weren’t 
destructive,” Mrs. Paolino said of the 
Beaudoin children. They would come to 
her house and ask, “ Mrs. Paolino, is it 
all right if we take some hickory nuts 
from the yard?” 
Beaudoin often worked around the 
house and repaired cars in the yard. 
The house, in a quiet, middle-class 
neighborhood, is surrounded by shrub­ 
like fir trees next to the sidewalk. 
“ You’d have to go a long way to find a 
neighborhood better than this,” said 
Wilfred Pouliot, another neighbor.

Unemployment 
rate in Ohio 
climbing high 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
unemployment rate climbed by .4 per 
cent from 5.9 to 6.3 per cent, the Bureau 
Employment services reported Friday, 
attributing 
the 
jum p 
to 
students 
seeking 
sum m er 
jobs 
and 
new 
graduates looking for perm anent work. 
M eanwhile the bureau reports Ohio 
workers m ade m ore than $4 billion 
m ore in 1976 than in the previous year 
The bureau reported that a total of 
m ore $42 billion was paid to workers 
covered by the state unemployment 
compensation law and that the figure 
was an 11.1 per cent increase over 1975. 
M anufacturing jobs accounted for 
the largest portion of total wages, 
adding $18 billion to the economy. The 
wholesale 
and 
retail 
trades 
were 
second with $7.3 billion. 
Meanwhile the bureau reported that 
there were .9 per cent m ore jobs in the 
state in June than in May. The June 
total of jobs was 4.552 million. 
The average weekly salary of factory 
workers broke the record set in May 
and hit a new high of $286.52 up by $5.50. 
The bureau reports that the unem ­ 
ployment figures for June of this year, 
while up from a month ago, are down 
by 1.6 per cent from the 7.9 per cent of 
the labor force that was out of work in 
June 1976. 


Coal miners 
expected to 
end strike 


WASHINGTON (AP) — E astern coal 
m iners should end their wildcat strikes 
while union leaders try to settle the 
dispute over cutbacks 
in 
medical 
benefits, leaders of the United Mine 
W orkers say. 
During a two-day closed meeting, 
UMW President Arnold Miller and his 
executive board supported a program 
calling for the m iners to return to work, 
an investigation by an outside auditor 
into 
how 
many 
non-eligible union 
m em bers 
were 
collecting 
medical 
benefits and renewed efforts to settle 
the issue with coal operators. 
The meeting was characterized by 
unusual unity between Miller and the 
board, according to sources at the 
meeting. 
Trustees of the union’s health and 
retirem ent funds announced the cut­ 
back in medical benefits last month, 
shortly after Miller’s re-election. The 
announcement precipitated a rash of 
wildcat strikes. 
Coal industry officials 
estim ated 
15,000 m iners were still away from 
work Friday in Kentucky, Virginia, 
West Virginia and Pennsylvania.

Birth control trend 
eliminating pill use 


NEW YORK (AP) - Sterilization of 
both sexes has become so popular that 
it now rivals the pill and is the most 
commonly used method of birth control 
among couples m arried IO years or 
more, according to a study. 
A study of 3,403 m arried white men 
and women indicated that about 6.8 
million couples had chosen surgical 
sterilization to prevent unwanted birth, 
com pared to 7.1 million wives using the 
pill .An additional 1.1 million persons 
were sterilized for medical reasons. 
The survey, conducted in 1975, is the 
fourth in a series of National Fertility 
Studies 
conducted 
at 
Princeton 
University. 
The percentage of m arried couples 
who use sterilization for birth con­ 
trol alm ost quadrupled in IO years, 
jum ping from 8.8 per cent in 1965, to 16 
per cent in 1970 and to 31.3 per cent in 
1975, the survey said. 
The survey indicated that the pill was 
still predom inant among the young and 
newly m arried, while sterilization was 
more prevalent among those m arried 
IO years or m ore as well as among 
couples who have had all the children 
they intend to have. 
The use of condoms dropped by half 
between 1965 and 1975 and the use of 
diaphragm s 
declined 
slightly, 
the 
survey said.

Foreign interests control 


areas of nation's farm land

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — Foreign 
interests own millions of acres of U.S. 
farmland, but state and federal of­ 
ficials don’t think Americans should be 
too worried. 
“I don’t see any danger of an in­ 
vasion yet. But I think it should be 
monitored,” 'says Iowa Secretary of 
Agriculture Robert Lounsberry. 
“This is an emotional thing now 
because we’re really not talking about 
a lot of land. But I can see where it 
might be a problem in the future,” he 
said. 
The U.S. Commerce Department, 
under a 1974 federal law, is surveying 
foreign 
ownership 
and 
says 
preliminary reports show 4.9 million 
acres of land owned by foreigners, who 


hold leases on an additional 62.8 
million. 
The U.S. Agriculture Department 
disputes the figures, but admits it has 
none of its own. 
The USD A also says the current 
totals are not significant but, like 
Lounsberry, maintains its concern “is 
not quantity at this time, but (the) 
possible implications for future in­ 
vestment policy.” 
The USDA also said it considers 
pinning down who owns the land an 
important task and notes that Iowa is 
the leader in finding out. 
State documents show that 
$8.3 
million worth of Iowa farmland is 
controlled by foreign interests, with 
West Germans holding title to $6.4 
million worth. 
The holdings amount to only 6,823 
acres, two-hundredths of I per cent of 


Grain oversupply to force 


return of set-aside acreage 


PEORIA, 111. (AP) — Rebounding too 
well from the grain shortages of 1973, 
American farmers have produced so 
much wheat and corn they will have to 
return 
to 
the 
set-aside 
acreage 
programs, the chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee says. 
“We have a serious oversupply of 
wheat and we’re about to have the 
same 
problem 
with 
corn,” 
Rep. 
Thomas Foley, D-Wash., told more 
than 400 delegates to the National Corn 
Growers Association annual meeting 
Monday. 
The 
Iowa-based 
association 
has 
affiliate 
organizations 
in 
Illinois, 
Texas, Kansas, Nebraska, Wisconsin, 
Indiana, Michigan, Ohio and Virginia, 
and members in all 48 lower states. 
The set-aside program would be 
similar to the one in effect from 1961 to 
1972, which evolved out of the land bank 
policies of the ’50s. Farm ers who 
participated were given government 
payments for diverting field crop 
acreage to pasture. 
Foley said the details have not been 
worked out but the set aside would be 
voluntary and 
reasonable. 
Anyone 
refusing to participate, however, would 
not be eligible for federal loans. 
The United States is expected to have 
a carryover of wheat of about 1.5 billion 
bushels, twice the annual domestic 
consumption. 
Foley added: “If we have more 
favorable weather the next month, we 
are going to have an enormous corn 


crop — with double the carryover of 
last year.” 
Illinois Agriculture Director John R. 
“Jack” Block said a set-aside on wheat 
acreage is coming about a year late 
considering the large surplus. “If a set- 
aside does come about,” he added, “it 
should result in farmers using more 
soil-conserving practicies. I hope this 
will help save a little of our soil.” 
Another speaker, Myron R. Laser- 
son, Continental Grain Co. senior vice 
president, predicted U.S. corn exports 
in the 1977-78 crop year will be about 300 
million bushels less than last year’s 
1.65 million. Laserson said increased 
feed grain production by other ex­ 
porting countries and a worldwide 
surplus of wheat caused the export 
decline. 
Darwin Stolte, president of the U.S. 
Feed 
Grain 
Council, 
called 
the 
proposed set aside “hopefully no more 
than a temporary solution” to grain 
surpluses to be replaced by increased 
exports. 
“I frankly think we’re not ever going 
to see domestic consumption exceed 5 
billion bushels of corn,” he added, 
noting that the projected 1977 corn 
harvest is 6.33 billion bushels. 
The U.S. has “traditionally looked at 
Japan and western Europe” as its 
major overseas markets, he noted, but 
within the past 
three years new 
potential markets have arisen: Red 
China, eastern Europe and the oil- 
producing nations.

Ralph Pidcock, administrator of the 
Scioto-Paint 
Valley 
Mental 
Health 
Center in Chillicothe, which operates 
the local clinic, said the relocation 
request from hospital officials was 
based on the hospital’s need to utilize 
space 
“The hospital, however, should be 
commended for originally giving us 
space here free of charge,” Pidcock 
said. 
Meanwhile. Pidcock and other of­ 
ficials from the Scioto-Paint Valley 
Mental Health Center and its governing 
body, the Paint Valley Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation Board, are 
searching for a building to house the 
mental health clinic. 
Pidcock said eight or nine offices 
would be needed and the facility should 
be able to accommodate future ex­ 
pansion 
At its meeting last week, the Fayette 
County Memorial Hospital board of 
trustees 
authorized 
hospital 
ad- 
ministator Robert L. Kunz to study the 
construction of a larger facility to 
house the clinic near the hospital. 
Kunz was authorized to contact ar­ 
chitects and study possible way in 
which to fund such a project. The 
preliminary study by Kunz is expected 
to be completed within six months. 
‘‘It is crucial that we get adequately 
located if we are to receive federal 
funds 
for 
expansion 
as 
a 
com­ 
prehensive center,” said Pidcock. 
He said two planners recently em­ 
ployed by the Paint Valley Mental 
Health and Mental Retardation Board 
are presently preparing a program for 
federal funding for the clinic. 
In addition to an expected expansion 
of the services offered by clinic through 
possible federal funding, Pidcock said 
he predicts the staff to double in the 
near future. 
The 
local 
center, 
which 
began 
operating on a full-time basis in early 
July, is staffed by clinic director 
JoAnne 
Fessler, 
a 
secretary- 
receptionist, and a registered nurse. 
Pidcock is presently seeking a second 
registered nurse 
Dr. Carl Beaver, a Cincinnati psy­ 
chiatrist. spends six hours per week at 
the local center. 
The caseload at the local center has 
grown 
dramatically, 
according 
to 
Pidcock. 
The center is now treating between 
125 and 130 patients. In the five-county 
area served by the Scioto-Paint Valley 
Mental Health Center there are 1,200 
clients. 
Besides the mental health services 
offered, 
the 
clinic 
employes 
Erie 
Jenkins, 
a 
drug 
abuse 
treatment 
specialist. Jenkins recently relocated 
his office from the hospital.
